Claim 1 has been amended to recite "... wherein a functionality of software from the first server and the different server is dynamically 
downloaded and used on an as needed basis; ..." (lines 17-18 and similarly amended in independent claim 9). 

The Applicant further argued, "...Rather, Tompkins as understood by applicant describes to install the codes for starting up the SMUI, or 
other entire software package for a server system. Tompkins, however, does not disclose or suggest, to download code on a piecemeal or 
needed basis." (Remarks, page 9, last three lines). 

However, per the plain language of the claims, "a functionality of software" does not exclude either an "entire software package" or "a 
piecemeal" (a particular software module). 

Accordingly, examiner treats the amended limitations "a functionality of software" as either - -a functionality of an entire software package- - 
or - -a functionality of a particular software module- -. 

The amended limitations do not change the scope of the claimed invention and thus, have been entered. 
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
